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WRANGELL'S PAST INTERESTING

Many, many years ago, during the child. 
hood days of our mothers and fathers, a Bu- 
reau of Indian Affairs boarding school was 
founded for the use of Alaskan natives. 
This school, built on the southern shore of 
the island of Wrangell in Alaska, was soon 
named Wrangell Institute, 

The purpose of Wrangell Institute was to 
provide an education for students of Alaska 
whe were not offered such an opportunity in 
their villages, 

Being a junior high school, it housed 
seventy-one boys and girls. Before entering 
this school each student had to be at least 


one-fourth Indian or Eskimo, born in Alaska, | 
and between the ages of ten and eighteen. . 


The seventy-one students were all given 
Sleeping accomodations, three well balanced 


meals a day, and six hours of schooling each — 


day. 
They did not have to pay for their fare 
to Wrangell, nor for their board and keep, 
ali that was required of them was good cite 
izenship, a certain amount of study each 
Gay, and daily cleaning of their new home. 
During Wrangell Institute's first years a
